Spring nidlnt Saddle. 


Most of these who have done much 


horseback riding have sad recollections 
of having had at one time or another to 
jog along foi- weary miles on the back of 
an ill bred, straight patterned nag, 
whose every step jarred every nerve in 
the body and aroused the most pro 
nounced feelings of resentment. Accord' 
ing to the in v-nitor of a new saddle, such 
memorable incidents as these need never 
more recur nnd the horseback riding of 
the future will be pure, unmixed delight. 


This saddle owes it peculiar merit to a 


Beries of springs. The upper saddletree 
or seat is connected with the lower sim- 
ply by these springs, so there is nothing 
to interfere with that freo working with- 
out which uo spiing saddle can fulfill 
the purpose and object of its construc- 
tion, viz., to relieve the rider from the 
constant jolt experienced in riding on a 
springiest) saddle. The springs are cone 
shaped, working within each other, and 
are made of tempered steel wire so 
placed between the wooden tree and the 
upper tree or frame seat (consisting of a 
steel wire bent to the shape of the lower 
tree and clasped by brass bands which 
cross each other) as to work freely 
wherever the motion of the horse may 
bring the weight of the rider.—Phila- 
delphia Press.

President Harrison preaches protec- 


tion to every home industry, except sil- 
ver mining and sugar making, and when 
swinging around the circle professes to 
have a moral antipathy to everything 
foreign, save gold bugs. The little man, 
nevertheless, like many others, whose 
precepts and practice are nt variance 
with each other, dresses in British broad- 
cloth or French cnssiraert, which, com- 
pared with coarse woolens, are admitted 
comparatively free of duty. 
Now he 


has received an eighteen gallon keg of 
Scotch whisky imported expressly for 
personal use at the White House. 
This 


keg is merely a trial sample, to be tested 
before the holidays. 
It is expected to 


bring to the Executive Mansion obstrep- 
erous Congressmen and hopes are enter- 
tained that through its potent influence 
recalcitrant Republicans, like Simpson, 
the sockless statesman, of the wild West, 
may be brought back to the fold. The 
silver Senators, such as Jones and Stew- 
art of Nevada, Vest of Missouri, Morgan 
of Alabama aud Teller and Wolcott of 
Colorado, are expected to renounce their 
allegiance to the white metal, and de- 
clare for the gold standard before the 
keg is emptied, and advocate the amend- 
ment of the McKinley bill by a reci- 
procity clause admitting Scotch whisky 
free of duty. 


If the sample accomplishes what is ex- 


pected of it and makes the Presidential 
mansion a popular resort for leading pol- 
iticians at the National Capital, a barrel 
or two of the whisky will be ordered for 
use after New Years, and the renomioa- 
tion of Harrison will be assured before 
the delegates to the National Convention 
ore nominated. 


It is stated as a fact that the free in- 


dulgence in Honongahela whisky, which 
was then the favorite brand at Washing- 
ton, by Congressmen, led to the secession 
of the Southern States in 1861, and now 
it is possible that the judieious use of 
Scotch whisky at the White House may 
be the means of extending reciprocity to 
Europe, popularizing the 
President's 


policy with Congressmen, aud securing 
his nomination by acclamation in the 
National Republican Convention. 


Prohibitionists and hard-headed Dem- 


_ ocrats, who never experienced the de- 


lights of getting drunken Scotch whisky, 
may urge that the President is setting a 
bad example to those who advocate the 
encouragement of home industries by im- 
porting not only his wearing apparel, but 
his beverage, but their voices will be 
drowned in the acclaim at the White 
House, when the President, with true 
Hoosier hospitality, passes the bottle and 
turns his back.

News of Importance From 


Home and Abroad. 


ANOTHER KAILBOAD. 


According to report there is a strong 


probability of another railroad being 
built from Ogden, Utah, through control 
Nevada, west to San Francisco. General 
Manager Dodge, of the Rio Grande 
Western, is credited with saying that his 
road will be extended west to the coast. 
He says three routes have been surveyed 
to the Sierra Nevada and it is uot yet de- 
termined which will be selected. 


It is not probable that a railroad from 


Ogden will cross the Sierra Nevada south 
of Reno. 
There is no pass through 


which a road could .be built, except at 
enormous expense, within two hundred 
miles in that direction, whereas, Beck- 
with Pass, the lowest in the range, is only 
twenty miles njrth of Reno. It may, 
therefore, reasonably bo expected that if 
the proposed road is built it will touch 
Reno and cross the 
Seirra 
Nevada 


through Beckwith Pass, where a road- 
bed has already been built over the Sum- 
mit, and for thirty miles west, through 
Sierra Valley and down the Middle Fork 
of the Feather river, the grading being 
no more expensive, than a like number of 
miles through the valley of the Hum- 
bolsSt. 


THE IOWA ELECTION. 


The Iowa State Register, the leading 


Republican newspaper of Des Moines, 
publishes complete election returns from 
all the counties in the State.

(s beyond his deserts. Praise, a gratitude of 
the people of this favored cation, are justly 
doe. 


Now, therefore, I, Benjamin Harrison, 


President of the United States of America, 
do hereby appoint Thursday, the 26th of 
November, a day of joyful thanksgiving to 
God, for the bounties of His providence 
and for the place in which we are permit- 
ted to epjoy them, and for the preservation 
of those institutions ot civil and religious 
liberty which He gave our fathers wisdom 
to devise and establish, end us courage to 
preserve. Among the appropriate observ- 
ances of the day are rest from toil; worship 
in public congregation, renewal of faraily 
ties about onr American fireaidfes, and 
thoughtful helpfulness towards those who 
suffer lack of body or of spirit.

SAN FBANCISCO, November 12,—Cashier 


McDonald, of tbe Pacific Bank, said to-day 
regarding the Bank of Madera, and tbe 
John Brown colony in Fresno Co., that 
the Madera Bank had been reorganized, 
and is now distinot from any connection 
with the colony. "We re-organized the 
Bank of Madera about six weeks "ago," he 
said, "and it is now on a safe financial 
footing with asset* and liabilities balancing 
at one hundred thousand dollars. 
The 


bank was organized and (he John Brown 
Colony was started by W. F. "Baird and 
John Btown about three years ago. Tbe 
Colony consists of five thousand acres of 
good land, and there are about three hun- 
dred settlers on it, Baird and Brown put 
a great deal of money into the cultivation 
ot tbe colony, and we were finally obliged, 
owing to overdraft on the Pacific Bank, 
•nd in order to protect our interests, to 
make an investigation. 
We found a num- 


ber of irregularities due to close connec- 
tion between tbe bank and tbe colony, but 
nothing of a sensational character, and se- 
cured ourselves by having tbe overdraft 
turned into bills receivable, and securing 
an interest in the colony. The bank is 
now reorganized with Return Roberts, a 
Wealthy capitalist of Maderia, as Presi- 
dent, and its connection with the colony 
having ceased, no further complications 
need ensue. The colony lands are valu- 
able and have been well improved and 
we do not intend that settlers shall sutler 
any loss by reason of any transaction be- 
tween tbe Bank of Madera and tbe Pacific 
Bank through the operations of Baird."
